UPON THE HOUSEKEEPER. 


It In Not Necessary to Know How to 


Do Everything. but an Equal}. 


Temper, Tact and Syatem Are fa-- 


dispensable... 


Housekeeping is ascience. I3 bas the 
investment of far more money than any 
beif dozen of the pursuits of men, exa- 
cerning which bools are published, public 
discussions are held and great. partics are 
formed. 

The treasury of ths United States han- 
dies vast sumis, and tho recital of its fig- 
ures staggers the coniprehension of any 
but trained financiers. Yet its utmost in 
receipts and expenditures would prove 
only a petty and an -imconsiderable item 
when compared with the annual output of 
those little considered sisters of mine, the 
housekeepers of Amcrica, and I am forecd 
to confess, to my own confusion, that ul) 
the extravagance and criminal waste in 
all the national departments. from that 
memorable Fourth of July when our sircs 
put their names.to the Declaraticn of In- 


dependence down to this present day would 
, not begin to equal in amount the waste 


and extravagance for which those same 
sisters of mine should be held responsib 
within the current twelvemonth. 

For almost every man who is a worker 
thero is a woman—some woman, wife, 
mother, sister or only landlady—whose 
hand is held open for him on Saturday 
night or at the end of the month or the 
quarter or whenever the fruits of his toil 
are gathered and to whose care he gives 
ie all but the little he needs to jingle in 
his pouch and keep the ghosts away. This 
woman is the housckceper, and upop her 
discretion and ability and thrift depend 
not only that man’s creature comforts, 
but to a creat extent his-success in Hfo. 

Ihiving thus. dignified the name ot 
housekeeper by showing that sho is the 
principal disbursing agent for the wages 
of nan, it is now in order to classify the 
various gradcs of this profession from the 
wife of the laborer, living in atwo room 
cottage orathres room tenement, up in- 
numerable flights of dark, rickety, dirty 
stairs, to the smart, alers womanof affairs 
who manages ‘he establishment of a mil- 
lionaire, whether she be the titular mis 
tress of the house or a paid employen, 

Among those who, fer want of a better 
word, may bo called the low classes it is 
generally understood that a thrifty, busy 
wife makes of her husband a thrifty and, 
Within bounds, a successful man unless 
indeed be be oneof those good for naught: 
whom nothing can redcem. 

A step higher in the social scale, al- 
though by no means so long a step as she 
likes to think it, is the woman whos 
_means are such that she is enabled to em- 
ploy a maid of all work —a ‘“*hircd girl,” J 
believe, is the accepted term. In this chase 
are to bo found the two extremes—the 
best housekevpers and the worst. 

When a woman attains to the dignity 
of employing a hired girl, it makes or it 
mars her. If she keeps her hand on the 
fel, if she continues to do a part of th: 
work herself and t» personally supervise 
that which she dews not do, the results are 
likely to be most satisfactory. If, on the 
other hand, tho great bulk of the work is 
damped upon iio hapless “‘slavey,’’ whik 
her exertions to seold 
ings and fault finding, then has the white 
rolxdangel of peace left that house, and 
the s:oner the fageed out husband and 
neglected children can follow the angel 
tho shorter will bo their sufferings, 

Lami frequently called upon in my busi- 
ness copacity to furnish housekcepers to 
grand establishments, and lam as often 


struck with the absence of that practical, 


krowled:e, training and aptitude for con 
tro!ling eervants which my applicauts ex- 
hibit. — 

It is not essential that a housekecper 
should herself know how to cook in order 
to spread a good table, nor need she be able 
to clear starch nor to clean silver in order 
to direct competent servants in these mat 
ters. ‘The first and. greatest requisites in 
a housckeeper are system and method. 
Equipped with these and a tolerably 
equable temper, she is prepared to face an 
army of servants and tw bring order out of 
chaos. 

By systern and method Ido not mean 
the wretched cut and dried precision with 
which seme housekeepers (1) regret to say 
they, with sore show of truth, call them- 
selves “old fashioned’) make their homes 
wretched and ferbidding alike to their 
manservant, their maidservant and to the 
strancer that is within their gates.
